CHINESE PUNISHMENTS. : 
(NW. C. Herald.) - 

It may not: be-uninteresting to sketch 
some of the more remarkable features’ in 
Chinese jurisprudence, which cases tried 
before the Mixed Cotirt at Shanghai hava 
brought tolight. Prominent amongst them. 
ig one principle; which accounts for much of 
the apparent incongruity in tho sentences 
passed: ‘Chinese law does nut puaish accord- 
ing to the nature of the crime. committed, 
but to the extent of the injury inflicted ; 
and the inference is clear,: that it has not 
understood that-the aim of punishment 
should be prevention rather’ than - revenge. 
Robbery is robbery, whether. the amount 
stolen be £5 or £50 ; it is possible ‘indeed 


that ciroumstances maymake the smaller 
theft more culpable in. the eye of Westera 
law. But a Chinese Magistrate is guided
